They that were allotted to aſſault Hel/mont,and 
Erinace, the two Fortreſſes, and the trench of the Engliſh, 
eaſily rooke them, by reaſon that the Souldiers were called * 
forth from thence to defend other places ; two thouſand of 
them being ſent to the VWeſterne arme of the Sea (which! 
they call Gu/ler) did preſently take Semilunula, which was 
forſaken ; from whence they were driuen out againe pre- 
(ently, many of them being loſt, whileſt they fled confuſed- 
| ly, for feare the water ſhould riſe and hemme them in. Nine 
\_. | great picces of Ordnance placed againſt the Veſt gare, | 

thundering forth not ſing'e Bullers, but chained together, | 

like a tempeſt, and ſometimes Lead and Iron tooles, did ſo:
